VARSITY FOOTBALL 


Captain Wood 


In the light of cold figures the 1959 football 
team, finishing with a record of two wins and six 
losses, did not have an exceptional or even a good 
season. If hard work, team spirit, and perseverance 
are any measure of a team’s success, however, then 
we may unhesitatingly state that Gilman had a 
a good football year. 

Pre-school practice began as usual on Labor Day, 
the 90° weather grimly prophesying the difficult 
games ahead. Coaches Lorden, Hewett, and 
Schloeder unveiled a completely new offense. In- 
spired by West Point’s success with the “Lonesome 
End,” Gilman adopted for its own the similar 
double-wing T with split ends. 

The team’s greatest drawbacks were, indeed, ex- 
perience and size. The fact is that the line averaged 
a modest 175 pounds (including 210 pounds of 
Stan Heuisler), and that the Roland Parkers could 
count only five lettermen among the returning 
players. The squad was further plagued by the loss 














of letterman Bendann, the mid-season leg injury of 
Ted Knowles, and the late start of center Dick 
Evans. 

But it is easier to praise this team than to bewail 
it. Good backfield experience was supplied by 
veterans Wood, Leach, Wootton, and Taylor. 
Brown became an outstanding center. From end 
to end Heuisler, Hebb, Winn, Hammond, Wood- 
ward, and Webb filled in adequately the vacant 
positions. Lettermen Zouck and Baker also did 
very creditable jobs on the forward wall. These 
Gilmanites were capable of giving any team on 
their schedule a rough game, and at their best left 
a few opposing coaches with permanent gray hairs. 

In the Poly game Gilman capitalized on an Engi- 
neer fumble recovered by Webb and went on to 
score the first touchdown of the game on a sneak 
by Captain Wood. The Landon encounter, a tough 
defensive struggle for both elevens, left the Gilman 
contingent trailing at the half, 6-0. These games 
and several similar contests were eventually lost by 
decisive scores, yet only because of sheer size and 
strength; the Blue and Gray simply did not have 
the manpower to contest these schools for an entire 
skirmish. Against St. Paul’s and Severn, it was a 


different story. Passing well, running well (a

seventy-yard run of Taylor’s was called back), 
they rolled over the opposition. 

Next year the public and private school leagues 
will be merged into two divisions, with the excep- 
tion of an independent Gilman team. It is hoped 
that this will enable Gilman to “tackle” more 
schools of similar potential.

With all results tallied, there is no doubt that 
the 1959 Gilman Circus was the greatest in a long 
history of great Circuses. All told, a record- 
breaking $7,100 was raised to continue work on 
the cage, the new athletic field, and other needed 
improvements and additions to the school. 

Although the annual Halloween gala was held 
on October thirtieth, the hotly contested form 
competition began almost six months before when 
the class of 1960 started the ball rolling with 
a showing of the recent America’s Cup race off 
Newport. Other pre-circus highlights were the 
Sixth Form barn party, featuring the Blue Ridge 
Mountain Boys, a dark hay loft, and plenty of 
home made cider, and the Second Form’s smash hit 
showing of Fort Ti. 

The Circus itself commenced on Halloween 
afternoon. The four rooms comprising the cage 
were bedecked to represent a Mythology Room, an 
Algerian Casbah, the Hawaii-Alaskan Room, and 
the traditional Midway. As usual the biggest

A Gilman Wrestling team, about which pre- 
season predictions were far from encouraging, 
turned in a surprisingly good season, culminating 
in the dual-meet championship. After the Loyola 
meet and a long Christmas vacation practice sched-

Competition in the debating clubs was keen this 
year as the Pnyx, led by Bob Sollod, and the 
Areopagus, ably led by the honorable Frenchman

Debating in the first semester was limited to 
three inter-club contests, all of which were won in 
close decisions by the Pnyx.

The Gilman Dramatic Association this year con- 
tinued its long line of successful productions with 
The Family Nobody Wanted and Androcles and 
the Lion. 

The Family Nobody Wanted was staged Decem- 
ber fourth and fifth in a combined effort by Gil- 
man’s third and fourth forms, Bryn Mawr, and 
Director Downs. The comedy provided a variety 
of roles, with natural parts for all. Van Wolf, 
Tom Chase, and Ted Mudge appeared right at 
home in their roles as children of the Doss family;

Southern millionaire; John Peabody portrayed the 
Reverend Doss; and Chuck Boyce starred as 
Donny.
